N ew York, May 31—Richard B. Con­ 
nolly, notorious as Controller of New York 
in the days of the Tweed Ring, aud a 
fugitive from America since tho exposure 
of that Ring ten years ago, died at Mar­ 
seilles, France, Sunday afternoon. He was 
attended only by his son, Townsend Con­ 
nolly, and the litter’s wife, a native of 
Marseilles. 
He 
had 
long 
suf­ 
fered from Bright’s disease, and sub­ 
mitted to several painful surgical opera­ 
tions, which afforded him no permanent 
relief. Tne last few years of his life were 
years of great physical agony, which was 
intensified by the knowledge that ne was a 
fugitive from his home aud could never 
see it again. He was an old man when he 
fled from this city, aud his eight years of 
wandering told severely on him. He was 
70 years old wbeu he died. 
Many stories have been circulated con­ 
cerning Connolly’s greed, but these tales 
may all be traced to men who sought in 
one way or another lo overreach him; but 
he w*s a mao of sagacity and shrewd com 
mon sense 
He was not given to vulgar 
show or extravagance, and his social hie 
was above reproach. The Influence ot his 
* stonable and high minded wile was felt in 
his household, and was ever exerted in be* 
halt of noble and chantable projects. Con­ 
nolly’s stealing from the Treasury amount' 
od to from $2,000,000 to $5,000,090. 
His 
friends claim that the stories were greatly 
exaggerated, and that he had only a mod­ 
erate fortune at the time of his death. 
His 
exile became almost unendurable of late 
years, and be made several overtures for 
settlement, offering $100,000, and being 
willing to give $500,000, but $1,000,000 
was d'.man Jed. and he said that he could 
uot raise that amount. 
He leaves three 
children.

of the several States,"—or some other pos­ 
sible phrase that should mane the Consti­ 
tution a mere alliance, offensive and defen­ 
sive and subject to amendment at the will 
of any one of the allied parties;—I say, 
that is the doctrine that makes the Con • 
stitution a rope of sand instead of a rock of 
refuge, a mere treaty instead ot a funda­ 
mental organic act,a mere contract without 
penalties, instead oi a marriage certificate 
inviolable for life ; I say that is the doc­ 
trine that makes the central government 
alien and an Imposition, instead of domes­ 
tic and seif-as&umed, a tyrant to be man­ 
aged and resisted, instead of a servant and 
protector to be supported, c strolled and 
obeyed, and so I say that that doctrine is 
the flaming dragon that destroyed the 
South, squandered our millions and drank 
up the blood ol these heroes, who sleep so 
calmly while the storms rend the heavens 
and the floods drown the earth. 
I call upon history to witness that the 
armies of the government went forth to 
preserve the Union and conserve the 
interests of a great nationality. For we

We hereby commit tho great 
public forces lo our midst to the solemn 
assertion that the war we waged against 
secession and rebellion was right, ami that 
he dead who died for the Uuion, were 
patriots whose memories should bu kepi 
green in all our hearts. 
Y’ear after year, so long as ibis day shall 
continue to be devoted to these present 
uses, we re-assert this truth and re commit 
ourselves and the civic forces to it. 
I know it is possible to honor aud revere 
heroism, valor and an unselfish devotion to 
rne’s conception of duty,quite apart from 
the cause that called them iortn. 
We shall never Cease praising the ^night­ 
ly Valor ut the grand old leaders of tne 
Crusades, but it would ba utter,y impos 
siDle to start a civie procession ie honor of 
any of them. even Godfrey de Bouillon 
himself, the purest, bravest a rid grandest 
f them ail. 
Why ‘' —Simply because we u .vc

whey went forth to suffer aud die. 
Processions, 
banners, music, solemn 
ervices and wonderful tributes are nut 
born ol abstractions, but of tne c »ncrete 
embodiment of maslertul ideas.

these moo died. 
These ceremonies are not devoted to the 
assuaging oi a private grief, the commem­ 
oration of a domestic less the comforting 
oi a poignant personal heartache. 
These aru public testimonials to the 
memory and honor of great public ser­ 
vants, who died that the nation miaul 
live. 
Your dead soldier was wept aud com­ 
memorated yesterday as a father, hus­ 
band, brother, son, lover or friend, and 
will be the same to-morrow, but to-day 
ne is honored and crowned as one of the 
immortal host that marched bravely down 
into the valley and shadow of death for the 
love of that flag and the unum e pluribus 
—the one from many. 
Fifteen days only have passed since the 
floral processions moved out oi the city of 
Uemphls and decorated the graves of the 
Confederate dead. 
I will not icquire too curiously concern­ 
ing the act, ior when we remember that 
the actors were women, it vanishes from 
the realm of public alii irs and escapes 
public analysis and criticism 
It passts 
jver into the domain cl sentiment lr.on 
which these tender echoes come like the 
music oi a dream: 


character nor individual responsibility of | morning 
any one is now at the bar of public assize 
for judgment. 
No private expression of grief, gratitude 
or honor, is here called in question. I am 
as I believe, truly and fitly characterizing 
certaic public ceremonials, and declaring 
their true meaning. 
Tell me, if you can, by what subtle trick

only in private and on the domestic hearth, 
into whose sacred realm no public voice 
may attempt to enter.

Certainly not, and therefore the interests 
of the living and the fnture are to be here 
moulded by wuat we claim lor the dead 
and the past. 
Bciore all others this rising generation 
should learn the lessons of this hour. Those 
whose deeds aud death we this day glorify, 
have led the way to little purpose if there 
be none left to follow in the path their 
blo xl has marked .

These are only the strophes of a poet, and 
were sung by women at the decoration ut 
the graves ot the Confederates at Charles­ 
ton, and therefore the poet Tlmrod and 
the ladies of the first city of the .Palmetto 
blate are alone responsible; and so I am 
forbidden to say that they are the regret- 
lui tribute oi a great community aud com­ 
monwealth publicly given to tbe memory 
et tbe valiant dead whom our dead slew 
in behalf of the Union, 
I only suggest the antithesis,—I will not 
state it,—but, sir, if you think it possible 
to publicly, with civil pomp, commemo­ 
rate the valor, honor and seii-devotiou ut 
the Confederate armies and at the same 
time repudiate the cause ior which they 
died, you have only to reflect how impos­ 
sible such an act would be tor us to-day. 
Now let no man fail to note that I am not 
entering private, or forbidden ground. 
The natural affections of the heart and the 
consequent grief for the dead are not at ail 
under consideration. Neither the personal

her profession under Dr. 
Howell’s, the father of Dr. May Howells, 
of this city. The family of the Howells 
are all somewhat rem arked for invincible 
energy of purpose. 
In Mr. W. H. Howells, 
of the Atlantic 
Monthly, this energy 
became the motive power of literary work. 
In Dr. Howells, of H am ilton, and his 
daughter. Miss May, one ot the lady phy­ 
sicians here, it has impelled into proles 
•tonal life. 
Misses Em ma and Cunone 
Howells are teachers in the public schools 
of St. Louts, and very superior teachers 
these young ladies are. 
After finishing a 
school course Miss Riley went to her home 
in Hamilton, and like (Jl^ra Vere de Vere, 
felt time hang heavy on her hands. Them 
was absolutely nothing for her that was 
w orth dong. 
• I think it is the worst thing in the world 
for a girl to have nothing to do,” rem ark­ 
ed Mise Riley, ••and I began to grow very 
uneasy over it. 
The most that I attem pt­ 
ed was to read novels.” And entertaining 
as this may be, the young lady found she 
could hardly make it a serious business of 
fife. 
One day her father asked her if she would 
not like to study dentistry. She caught at 
the Idea eagerly. 
“I went into it with all m anner of enthu 
•Item ,” said Miss Riley, ‘‘and I think it la 
beautiful work.” 
One could not but think of horrible 
dam ps and lnstiuments of torture, but 
evidently these had no part io the young 
lady’s visions. 
After studying at Ham ilton under D r 
Howells, she came to the Ohio Dental Col 
lege, on College street, and took the course, 
setting up herself ae a professional dentist 
Only last month. The pleasant parlor, with 
its bay window, Its book case, writing table 
and easy chairs, is more suggestive of a 
lady’s room thso of an ofiice, save for 
the great dental chair that tells its owe 
•tory. 
•‘Do you And that you have the strength 
to pull teeth 7” was inquired. 
•• Yes, lf necessary,” she replied, ’‘but 
really it is very seldom that is neces­ 
sary. 
Dental science has discovered so 
m any ways that are better, and we restore 
the imperfect tooth rather than extract 
i t ” 
Miss Riley spoke with appreciation of 
the kindness of expellenced dentists who 
are located in that vicinity to her. and that 
in any case ct indecision or of unusul in­ 
tricacy she could turn to them for any 
counsel and ald. .Next year Miss Riley 
intends to enter upon a thorough medical 
course; cot with a view of relinquishing 
dentistry as a profession, but of perfecting 
it.

W e all know that at the bottom of all 
governm ent lies force, aud that a proper 
militia ia organized and disciplined power 
provided by a wise forethought in view of 
a possible contingency.

but 
what would they avail us if the willingness 
to die In the ranks were crushed out of the 
hearts ot men ? 
So I assume in the beginning, that before 
all other things the stability and prosperity 
of our institutions depend upon the unw av­ 
ering pa Holism ot our people. 
“ W hat would you h a v e r’—qnoth God, 
“Fay for ll aud take ii.” 
More than a hundred years ago our 
fathers answered thai question by saying, 
"Liberty aud a tree governm ent;" and 
then aud there Aimed out this immortal 
•merauce.—‘‘Eternal vigilance Is the price 
Of lioerty,"—auo n >w,at this great distance 
-ad before these witnesses living aud dead, 
I so le m n ly declare that patriotic blood as 
well as eternal vigilance is the price that 
m ud be paid. 
The 
richest 
fruits 
of 
the 
tree 
of 
liberty 
h»ve 
been 
gathered 
.inly where its roots have clasped" the 
crushed aud mouldering skeleton” and 
draw t-us'ooance from the pulseless hearts 
o p« riots. 
Tne&ei . ^ ’derations, I trust, sufficiently 
show the cause aud justification of patri­ 
otic pageants; and now let us inquire into 
the siguificauce and uses ut this day’s sol­ 
emn services. 
First, tut u, let me ask, how can we 
duiugly honor these dead except we recall 
me cause lur which they died, and how 
eau we revive 
the 
memory ot 
the 
Dallies in which they went down, unless 
we discriminate the armies, and how can 
mis be done without reierence to the prin­ 
ciples aud itka®. whose champions they 
were, aud bow, I ask. can all this be hoo- 
e-tiy aud c m plttely accomplished without 
mowing the rciailju o ! eighteen.hundred 
aud SiXiy lo eighteen hundred and eighty ? 
I nope uo m m will De able truthfu ly to 
c h a rg e me w an uttering ou such an occa 
-iou, a rn re p a rtisa n harangue. I trust I 
a lo a Cap .hie of the d« od. 
Bai, fir, a was me antagonism of poll­ 
ees that culminated in tho war oi the 
rebellion, aud let him deny it who can. 
There was no social trouble, there 
was 
qo c »mmtrcial issue, there were no edu- 
diu rn al or religious questions at slake. 
A civil policy, based upon sound moral 
as well as governmental reasons, triumphed 
at the polls aud ai once the blighting curse 
of a monstrous civil war tell upou us 
Let it go down to the future among the 
indelible records oi history, that m e re­ 
bellion that gave us Decoration Day, wim 
all its sad rites aud mournful memories, was 
born ut political ambition aud civic hate. 
vVhile I kuow very well that this is “a 
time tor memory and tor tears," I believe. 
it is none the less a time tor reflection and 
judgment. 
It seems to mo that sufficient time heil 
el.pti. d since me great war closed, to Ch* 
able us to look at its records with at least 
measurably unprejudiced eyes. 
A tter an 
interval 
oi 
fifteen 
years— 
nearly 
half 
.of 
a 
genera­ 
tion,—we ought to bo able to review the 
iruggte wuti tolerably calm and dispas­ 
sionate allods. 
We, who saw the storm gather, burst, 
sptLd its fury and pa!a by leaving, ruin aud 
d eso latio n in the rf min, and lasting sorrow 
aud Huicniatiou la tho N orth, should bo 
able to gather some profitable lessons lor 
me gut lance ut moso who are to corno at­ 
ter us,— the cerium heirs of our moral and 
intellectual hoardings, as of our m aterial 
estates. 
We, who saw the causes of the war, 
work their inevitable tflecas, and having 
survived, have seen the long train cf 
3tCoudary consequences draw out us slow 
aud wearisome length,—I say, we ought 
to be able to find in the history of the last 
quarter ut a century, meanings fraught 
with the greatest possible public value. 
Therefore, ll has seemed fitting to me on 
this occasion to m ike sucu inquiry as I 
may into the meaumg ut this one legacy 
ut the wa ; aud I dud especial warrant 
(or the inquiry iu the tact that it seems 
likely to settle into a perm anent custom, 
concerning which there should be no doubt 
nor mistake. 
But, sir, in scorching tor such meanings 
and 
in 
declaring 
them 
to 
the 
listening 
car 
of 
the 
rising 
generation to whose benefit they must in­ 
sure, ii to any ones, nothing eau be of 
lasting aud worthy service but the truth. 
Bo to -d ay, in makiug searcn for the lull 
meaning ot them observances. 4 desire to 
a b id e by this obviously just rule. 
Any man who presumes to speak of the 
dead long since laid to rest under the blos­ 
soming 
mounds 
of 
yonder 
hill, 
in 
the 
he&rlog 
of 
these 
m eir gray hailed lathers and mothers, 
and 
dares 
to 
ignore, 
or 
pervert 
any part of the 
truth 
concerning 
them, let him go down to obloquy and 
shame with the cowards and traitors who 
wrangled, and plotted, and sneaked in the 
rear of “ the b »y* in blue,” whose glorious 
dee is we this day commemorate. 
A ny man who dares to abate one jot or 
tittle ct the meaning of the issues whose 
settlement cost the blood of these illustrious 
dead, and who has the shameless effrontery 
to Go ii iu the very presence of the widows 
aud orphans they left behind, let him reap 
that perdurable infamy which has been 
the reward in all ages ot the betrayer of 
patriots. 
It I know the truth concerning these 
men aud these issues, I will speak it 
Borne day I too snail take my place be­ 
side them, and as I hope then not to be 
forgotten, so let mc now not forget the 
true cause for which they made the most 
cosily id ail sacrifices. 
Now, sir, what was the civil policy that 
trium phed ai the polis just twenty years 
ago next November, and which Was fol­ 
lowed by Uve years ut Indescribable woe? 
There arc somethings a man does not 
leadliy forget, aud one of them is the cast­ 
ing of his drsr ballot.

Twenty years ago I journeyed across 
those roiling plains over there beyond the 
river, from cud to end, to hear the present 
Secretary of the Interior deciare wnai the 
issues were, and in the tall I cast my first 
ballot fur the great President who sealed 
his devotion to his country, ae these men 
did, with his blood. 
His election meant to me then, and has 
always Joieaut, these two 4dtcl*rat en-, 
namely,—ll is the solemn judgment of a 
majority of tne nation that slavery is not 
a creature of the Constitution, and, there­ 
fore, docs not go with it into the T errito­ 
ries} secondly,—It is the firm conviction 
of a rn nj inly ol the nation that the crea­ 
tion of any more slave States is morally 
wrong and p iii leady unwise. 
Was that decision a jast cause of war? 
Forbid it, A ituubly Gudl 
ii there was no sufficient justification for 
war, what was it that made rebellion semi 
plausible a h i pseudo respectable, 
and, 
therefore, tho mighty war possible and 
actual ? 
W hy, sir, every lchoOlboy, who has read 
.he history of ins cjuutry to any useful 
jurpoee whatever, knows that it was that 
yoliticdl creed dominant in the South from 
the first, Which so monstrously perverts 
aud belles lh* true theory of Blate rights* 
nam ely. the doctrine of secession based upon 
State sovereignty. 
The election ut Abraham Lincoln was 
the becost >o, and this political heresy was 
tne cause of the rebellion. 
You may deny or 
pallate it as you 
please, you may tone down the statem ent 
>y I Care nut what euphemism,—you may 
contuse and mystify the credulous w ith I
